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DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE ANNOUNCES RECRUITING AND RETENTION 
NUMBERS FOR FISCAL YEAR 2022 THRU MAY 2022  

 
The Department of Defense (DoD) announced recruiting and retention statistics for the 

Active and Reserve Components through the eighth month of the fiscal year (FY) May 31, 
2022.   

 
 Recruiting Market. 

Overall, it is clear the broader recruiting market continues to present a significant challenge 
to the Services and recruiting shortfalls can no longer be solely attributed to COVID-19.  
While the residual effects of the pandemic, including limited access to high school students 
may be a factor, the difficult recruiting environment is now a much broader issue.  

 
 Active Component.   

 
o Recruiting.  The data below represents the Services’ cumulative goals and 

accessions/gains through the eighth month of FY2022. 
 
 Army Accessions: Goal 31,184; Attained 20,606; (68.08 percent/-10,578).  
 Navy Accessions: Goal 21,049; Attained 18,644; (88.57 percent/-2,405). 
 Marine Corps Accession: Goal 14,692; Attained 14,696 (100.03 percent/+4). 
 Air Force Accessions: Goal 17,250; Attained 17,252; (100.01 percent/+2). 
 Space Force Accessions: Goal 403; Attained 403; (100.00 percent/+0). 

 
o Quality.  With the exception of the Army, all Active Components met or exceeded the 

DoD quality benchmarks.   
 
o Retention.  All Services exhibited strong retention during the eighth month of FY2022. 

Army, Air Force, and Marine Corps exceed their retention targets. Navy exceed its goal 
in two of its three categories.     

 
 Reserve Component.  

 
o Recruiting.  The Service data below represents the Reserve Components’ cumulative 

goals and accessions/gains thru the eighth month of FY2022. 
   

 Army NG Gains:  Goal 26,688; Attained 17,705 (66.34 percent/-8,983). 
 Army Reserve Gains:  Goal 9,820 Attained 6,209 (63.23 percent/-3,611). 
 Navy Reserve Gains:  Goal 4,971; Attained 3,313 (66.65 percent/-1,658). 
 Marine Corps Reserve Gains: Goal 4,491; Attained 4,974 (110.75 percent/+483). 
 Air NG Gains: Goal 5,230; Attained 3,614 (69.10 percent/-1,616).  
 Air Force Reserve Gains: Goal 4,519; Attained 3,363 (74.42 percent/-1,156). 
 

o Quality.  The Reserve Components met or exceeded the DoD quality benchmarks.
